Aftermath of the incident that 
occurred during 
the 
electrical 
storm of last month brought th*’ 
following letter which will be of 
interest to Hamlin citizens. 
June 6. 1951. 
Mayor of the City of Hamlin, 
[anilin, Texas. 
Dear Mayor: 
I am writing you as tile pi'ot t 
■ ■ i the Air Force C-47 which buz­ 
zed the City of Hamlin on the, 
night of 17 May, 1951. 


My crew and I wish to express 
our sincere thanks and appreci-i 
at ion for the assistance rendered 
by the people of Hamlin who were 
it tempting to light up your land­ 
ing lieid so that we might land. 
After buzzing the field four or 
in . tin - - i wa.; determined that 
it was not suit ai . 
in hold our 
aircraft under the weather condi­ 
tions at that time. 
I would like 
eery much to prsonally thank the 
person who st eau a to sense that 
we could not land and proceeded 


to the water tower northeast of 
town and shone his spot light on 
it, enabling us to read the name 
of Hamlin on it, 
W e were then 
abl* to locate our position on ta 
map and proceed to Abilene. 


It was necessary for us to buzz 
your thy, due to the fact that we 
had encounter* *1 s vere thunder- 
sfoims north* ast ut Hamlin and 
could not establish radio contact, 
thus becoming lost w'hile flying 
on instruments. 
At the time we 
wetc *wer Hamlin our fuel supply 
*as on*> hour and fifteen minutes 
1 and it 
was necessary either to 
land or be able to identity our 
Ow.-, it ion. 


Again, I wish to thank the p :>- 
pie of Hamlin 
who 
unselfishly 
gave their time and efforts to help 
us m our distress and I sincerely 
nope I did not cause any trouble 
Urn mg our stay over your city.
